There are so rnauy elements in favor of 
the fuel petroleum found on the gulf 
plateaus that it is only temporary mat­ 
ter before the public will appreciate the 
vast advantages of liquid fool over fixed 
carbons, This is especially so when we 
consider the possibilities of ornde petro­ 
leum in the iroductiou of steam in the 
merchant marines anti navies of the 
world, as well as on locomotives aud 
nuder stationary boilers. 
“The petroleum found in the Beau­ 
mont district is of great value in the 
production of illuminating gas, and will 
probably furnish 
the 
gas-producing 
hydro-carbon of Europe, unless a de­ 
mand is at onee created in this country, 
which is more thou probable. 
The pe­ 
troleum is of the very highest value as 
a fuel. The Texas petroleum fields are 
not yet thoroughly known, aud no de­ 
pendence should be placed upon re­ 
ports condemning tiny one district in 
favor of another. 
The petroleum aud 
gas burning formations of this regiou 
extend from Alabama into Mississippi 
and Louisiana, and are prolific in many 
sections. 
Owing to the faot that the 
actual contour of the geological country 
outside of the surface drifts of recent 
origin, is not known, it is very difficult 
to state authoritatively without very 
I minute inspection where petroleum and 
I gas are found. 
The era of Texts petro- 
j leum development has not yet arrived, 
I except in in-alated spots that gives no 
J Index to tho actual possibilities of tho 
undovelo]>cd industry, 
“ Ihe Texas oil fields, especially in 
settled produotiou, are, and for many 
years wdll continue to be, of tho high­ 
est importance to the financial and in­ 
dustrial world, and within 12 mouths 
the demand for Texas fuel petroleum 
will be greater than the supply. 
At 
present about 12,000 barrels are shipped 
daily, but this is only a temporary con­

The pipe was carried clear 
of the well, and consequently the top 
end of it was some thousand feet in the 
air when the last piece cleared the top 
of the casing. 
As the pipe with the 
large rotary went through the derrick, 
it smashed the wood work into kind­ 
ling wood and scattered it in every di* 
reotion. 
No one knows just how the men es­ 
caped without injury, but it is a fact 
that not one of the six or seven men at 
the rig was harmed in the least. 
But 
there was some brisk scrambling when 
the accident occurred. 
Men started out 
over the prairie and did not stop until 
they reached a remote spot free from 
falling debris. 
Several teams attached 
to baggies took fright at the monster 
noise and went poll mell over the 
country. 
Ordinary efforts fail to pic­ 
ture adequately the excitement of the 
scene and the fearful noise whioh can­ 
not be likened to anying in ordinary 
life. 
Following the drilling pipe came a 
torrent of water and rock which shot 
fully 1000 feet into the air. Some of the 
rocks were from SSO to 80 pounds weight. 
Some of the spectators declare that the 
rocks were 2000 feet in the air. 
The 
truth is, no one can tell how high they 
went, because they disappeared in the 
sky and could not be followed with the 
eye until they started downward again. 
The well continued to blow for about 
an hour and then choked off of its own 
accord and gradually died out. 
The 
sand from the stream of water was car­ 
ried a distance of 1000 feet from the 
well and left the prairie ooated to tho 
leeward side of the derrick. 
The well is a complete ruin, and the 
loss to tho Guffey company will amount 
to abou^ |15,000. 
The pipe shot out of the Ira O. Wyse 
well similar to that of tile Guffey but 
not so strong. 
The men around escaped 
narrowly. 
The Wyse well is consider­ 
ably damaged.
